BELGIANS REACH CANAL ON THE COAST 


(By United Press) 


Paris, Oct. 
19—12:10 p. m.—The German 


defenses southeast of Bruges are reported to have 
broken. 


Amsterdam, Oct. 
19.—Allied troops have 


reached Eecloo, shutting in 6,000 Germans 
against the Dutch frontier, according to advices 
received here today. This represents an advance 
of about 14 miles. 


London, Oct. 19.—The French have captured 


Vandy, 4 miles north of Vouciers, according to 
battlefront messages received here today. 
This 


indicates that the important railway town of 
Vouciers has been captured or rendered untenable. 


Belgian troops have reached the canal between 


Zeebrugge and Bruges, according tto dispatches 
from the front today. The Germans are reported 
to be still holding the outskirts of Zeebrugge. 


AMENDS WAR REVENUE BILL 


Committee Puts 12 Percent Tax on 


Corporation Incomes 


•Washington, Oct. 19.—The senate 


finance committee, in 
revising 
the 


war revenue bill today, amended the 
house provision by fixing a' flat tax 
of 12 per cent on Ibe net income of 
corporations and eliminated the sec- 
tion imposing a 0 per cent addition- 
al tax on 
undistributed 
earnings. 


Chairman Simmons estimated 
that 


this change reduced the tax approx- 
imately .$140,000,000.

The city board of health met 


today to discuss the advisability 
of ordering all stores 'to close 
at six o'clock this evening to 
avoid the spreading of influenza 
by large crowds collecting on 
the streets and in places of bus- 
iness, but it was decided not to 
take such 
action since 
there 


would be no means of notifying 
country people, who would come 
to liiisbville for the purpose of 
trading. 
The board re-empha- 


sized its earlier admonition that 
people avoid gathering in crowds 
indoors; 
that they do what 


trading they bad to do and then 
leave. Loafing in cigar stores, 
pool rooms, candy kitchens and 
other places should positively 
be avoided, the board says. 


'Although only thirteen new fises 


of the .Spanish influenza were report- 
ed to Dr. E. I. Wooden, county health 
officer, yesterday, officials 
did not 


regard flic epidemic as abating in I he 
least, explaining that the small num- 
ber of cases reported was due to the 
fact tfliat the physicians arc so busy 
they have not the time to make re- 
ports. 
Today's report bring* 
the 


total number reported up to 301. 


«. Yesterday's report was the smal- 
lest number* of new cases for one 
day since the health board required 
daily reports from 
physicians, but 


health officers expressed_ the belief 
tfliat the epidemic was just as serious 
as it ever has been, 
especially in 


Rushville, where the malady is be: 
lieved to be more general 
than in 


other points in the e'ounty. 
.The state board of health deciding 


definitely yesterday to lift the ban on 
public meetings a week from tonight, 
means that Rush county has anoth- 
er week in which to sbow some im- 
provement before every line of acti- 
vity again becomes normal. The de- 
cision of the state board makes im- 
possible the holding of rfmreh ser- 
vices for another Sunday and con- 
tinues

'R. C. .Rush, representing the Con-, 


nersville Furniture company, came 
here today with a letter signed by 
'Lieutenant J. H. Wallace of the- Or- 
dnance department, in which it was 
requested that Rnshville manufac- 
turers not doing war work, supply 
Mr. Rush with a list of fhe names 
of their employees. This, the manu- 
facturers very 
courteously refused 


to do and Sir. Rush returned to Con- 
iiersville to report to his chief. 


The visit of Mr. 
Rush 
followed 


os<&Coir the receipt of letters;by 


local men in Rushville furniture fac- 
tories demanding that they return 
to their former employment in 
the 


Connersville furniture factory, 
if 


they were not engaged in war work. 
These letters were addressed to men 
who never worked in the Connersville 
furniture factory and were signed by 
Lieutenant George W. Burns, head of 
the la'hor section of the Ordnance 
department in this 
district, 
with 


headquarters in Cincinnati. 


(JPann'facturers 
were incensed at 


this effort to draw the laboring men 
out of Rushville factories 
and the 


visit of Mr. Rush today made them 
resolve that the Connersville Furni- 
ture company would have to show 
its authority for the 
right to con- 


script laborers in local factories be- 
fore they would willingly consent to 
any such demands.

of the registrant. This is due to the 
fact that order numbers are assign- 
ed to the "whole class of September 
12 registrants, including those who 
have received no questionnaires, and 
therefore have not been 
clarified,
